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Listqd  below  are  several  events  that  occurred  during  1961 
which  should  be  recorded  in  in  this  report  as  a  permanent 
record  of  the;  Town. 

1.  A  public  hqaring  was  held  June  20,  1961,  upon  the 
petition  of  certain  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook, 
to  lay  out  two  streets  as  described  briefly  below: 

a.  Starting  at  the  traffic  lights  on  the  new  State  High- 
v/ay  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction  in  a 
straight  line  to  the  unnamed  street  leading  from 
Colby  Street  to  the  ballground. 

b.  Starting  on  the  new  State  Highway  at  the  weist  exit 
near  the  Richard  Frizzell  property  and  running 
two  hundred  feet  west  at  right  angles  to  the  new 
highway,  thence  running  parallel  to  the  new  high- 
way approximately  four  hundred  feiet,  thence  par- 
allel to  the  ballground  property  to  the  above  men- 
tioned street. 

After  hearing  all  testimony  for  and  against  the  petition, 
llie  Sele,ctmen,  in  the  interest  of  the  Town,  resolved  to  lay 
out  the  streets  as  petitioned.  Procedures  were  initiated  to 
acquire  the  necessarj'  rights  of  way  at  no  cost  to  the  Town, 
and  the  Road  Agent  was  directed  to  deposit  all  surplus  fill 
on  these  rights  of  way  for  future  street  development. 

2.  In  accordance  with  thei  vote  of  the  citizens  at  the 
Town  meeting  on  March  14,  1961,  the  Selectmen  held 

a  public  hearing  to  determine  the  ownership  of  the 
retaining  v/alls  along  the  Mohawk  River  in  the  Village 
of  Colebrook.  After  hearing  all  testimony  given,  even 
though  it  all  stated  that  the  walls  were  the  property 
of  the)  Town,  the  Selectmen  were  unable  to  determine 
the  true  ownership.  Certain  testimony  did  bring  out 
the    fact    that    after    the    flood    of    1928,    the    walls 

were  repaired  by  the  Town  and  the  landowners 
were  only  assessed  a  token  amount  of  thq  cost.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Town  had  previously  repaired  the 
walls,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  Town  and  the  adjoin- 
ing landowners,  the  Selectmen  resolved  to  make  only 
those  repairs  and  replacements  that  the  U.  S.  Army 
Engineers  required  to  be  repaired  or  replaced  before 
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it  would  proceed  with  its  Flood  Control  Survey.  It  is 
to  be  stated  here  that  thei  Town  did  not  acknowledge 
ovv-nership  of  any  walls. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  citizens  at  the  Town 
Meeiting  on  March  14,  1961,  the  Selectmen  held  a  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Ferraro,  President  of  the  Colebrook 
Water  Company,  to  determine  on  what  terms  hei  would 
sell  the  water  company  to  the  Town.  Mr.  Ferraro  stated 
that  he  was  an  unwilling  seller  and  would  do  so  only 
upon  direction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  under 
the  appropriate  Statutes.  That  states  that  the  Town  has 
a  right  to  buy  and  the  owner  must  sell  at  any  time.  It 
further  states  that  if  the  two  parties  do  not  agree  on 
the  selling  price,  the  selling  price  will  be  determined  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  Mr.  Ferraro's  price  is 
approximately  $250,000  for  his  saleable  assets.  This 
price  is  not  acceptable.  The  Public  Utilities  Commiss- 
ion has  been  requested  to  detail  the  procedures  of 
acquisition.  Howeiver,  at  this  writing  the  information 
has  not  been  received.  If  it  is  received  before  Town 
Meeting,  it  will  be  read  and  discussed  at  that  time.
